LESSON 9 
THE RO OTS OF RELIGION (I) 

I. TAW HEED (Oneness of God) 

TAWHEED means that ALLAH is One. He has neither 
any colleague nor any partner. He is neither bora of any 
parent nor has He any wife, children or relatives. 

II. ADL (Justice of God) 

It menas that God is just He is not a tyrant 
Everybody’s awards will depend upon his deeds. He who 
obeys His commands will be awarded a place in Paradise and 
he who disobeys Him will be sent to Hell. 

In this connection Quran says : 

ALLAH affirms that there is no god but He; 

and so do the angles, and those endued with 

knowledge. He is standing firm in justice. 

3:18 

LESSON 10 
SIFAT SUBUTIYYAH 

In order to understand Tawheed clearly, the attributes 
of Allah have been grouped as positive and negative. 

The positive attributes which are befitting Allah are 
called Sifate Subutiyyah. They are many in number, but 
eight of them are usually listed. They are: 

1. Q ADEEM. This means that Allah is Eternal Le. He 

has neither a beginning nor an end. 
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2. QAADIR. It means that Allah is Omnipotent, i.e. 
He has power over every thing, and every affair. 

3. AALIM. It means that Allah is Omniscient i.e. 
He knows everything. Nothing ever remain a secret 
from Him. 

4. HAL It means that Allah is alive and will 

remain alive for ever. 

5. MXJREED. This means that Allah has His own dis 
cretion in all affairs. He does not do anything under 
compulsion. 

6. MUDRIK. It means that He is All-perceiving, as 
Sami (All-Hearing), Baseer (All-Seeing), Haazir (Om 
nipresent). Allah sees and hears everything though 
He has neither eyes nor ears. 

7. MUTAKALLIM. It means that Allah is The Master 
of the word, i.e. He can create speech in anything as He 
did in a tree for Hazrat Musa (AS) and in the "Curtain 
of Light" for Holy Prophet (S A W.) 

8. SADIQ. This means that Allah is true in his 
words and promises. 

It is impossible to fix any limits to His attributes. This 
list is not exhaustive but is essential to understand the 
Glory of Allah. The attributes are not acquired but inherent 
in the conception of Divinity. 

LESSON 11 

SIFAT SALBIYYAH 

The Negative Attributes which cannot be found in 
Allah because they are below His dignity are called "Sifate 
Salbiyya". They are many, but like "Sifate Subutiya" only 
eight are listed generally. They are: 


1. SHAREEK. The word "Shareek" means a colleague 
or a partner. Allah has neither a colleague nor a 
partner in His Divinity. 

2. MURAKKAB. This word means "Compound" or 
"Mixed". Allah is neither made, nor composed, of any 
material. He cannot be divided even in the imagina 
tion. 

3. MAKAAN. It means "Place". Allah is not confined 
to a place for He has no JISM (body). 

4. HULOOL. It means "entering". Nothing enters 
•Allah nor does He enter anything or anybody. There 
fore, the belief of incarnation in any form is abhor 
rent to the conception of Divinity. 

5. MAHALLE HAWADIS. This means "subject to 
changes". Allah cannot change. 

6. MAR-I. It means "visible". Alllah is not visible. He 
has not been seen, is not seen and will never be seen, 
because He is not a body. 

7. IHTIYAJ. It means "dependence" or " need". Allah 
is not deficient in any virtue, so He does not need any 
thing. 

8. SIFATE ZAID. This means "addi>d qualification. 
The attributes of Allah are not separate from His 
Being. For example, we say that Allah is Alim, but it 
does not mean that His knowledge is something 
separate from His Existence. In fact, there has never 
been a time when He was less Alim and then ac¬ 
quired more knowledge. His Knowledge, His Mercy, 
His Justice and all His virtues and attributes are 
His Own Being. 

It will thus be seen that according to Islam ALLAH 

is the name of God as percieved in the light of the above 

Positive and Negative Attributes. In other words, ALLAH 
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is the Creator of the Universe, Self-Existent, the source of all 
perfection and free from all defects. 

LESSON 12 

THE ROOTS OF RELIGION (II) 

III. NUBUWWAT (Prophethood) 

The Conception of Prophethood follows from the 
premises that it is the Will of ALLAH that evey human being 
should pursue a defined code of life and follow certain 
principles of conduct. ALLAH therefore had to send proph¬ 
ets to acquaint the humanity with these principles and the 
code of life. 

Quran says: 

Nor would We punish without sending 
Messengers to give warning. 

The third Usool 'NUBUWWAT' calls for belief in all 
the prophets sent by Allah from time to time for the guidance 
of humanity. According to Islam, Allah sent 1,24,000 proph¬ 
ets in all. Adam was the first of them. Nuh (Noah), Ibrahim 
(Abraham), Musa (Moses) and Isa (Jesus) were other promi¬ 
nent prophets (peace be on them all). Our Prophet Hadhrat 
Muhammad Mustafa (S.A.WJ was the last. Some prophets 
came with Shan ats (Codes of life), while others merely 
propagated the Shan'ats of their fore-runners. 

Since the words of a prophet are to be obeyed and his 
actions are to serve as a guide, it follows that every' prophet 
should be Infallible in his thoughts, words and deeds. 

According to Islam the entire universe came into 
existence through the Will of the Creator and was created 
with a definite purpose. Says the Holy Quran: 

"Verily I In the creation of the Heavens and the 
Earth and in the variation of the night and the 
day are signs for the men of understanding 
heart who standing and sitting and reclining 
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bear Allah in mind, and ponder on the creation 
of the Heavens and Earth, "O our Lord V* say 
they, 'Thou hast not created this in vain.” 

And further the specific purpose of creation is: 

1 1 have not created the genii and the human 
beings but for submission to Age'. 

51:56 

Now, to explain this Divine Will came the Divine 
Messengers known as the prophets. 

Verily ! Alllah hath chosen Adam and Noah, the 
progeny of Abraham and the progeny of Imran 
above the worlds, the descendants one of the 
other. Allah is One Who hears and knows. 

2:33-34 

The prophets never disagreed in fundamentals. Gen¬ 
erally the prophets were deputed for specified communi¬ 
ties, regions or periods. Muhammad, the Last of the Divine 
Messengers, was sent to express the Will of ALLAH for the 
entire humanity, and for all times to come. 

To quote Quran: 

We have not sent thee but as MERCY unto all 
the worlds. 

21:107 

And We have sent thee to MANKIND AT LARGE, to 
announce and to warn. But most of the people under 
stand not. 

Say unto them: O men 11 am ALLAH'S Messenger 
to YOU ALL; Whose is the kingdom of the Heav 
ens and the Earth ! There is no God but He ! He 
maketh alive and killeth ! Therefore believe in 
ALLAH, and His Messenger — the MAKKAN 
Prophet — who believeth in ALLAH and His 
word; and follow him that ye be guided aright. 
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7:158 

Islam therefore, is a perfect code of life for the entire 
humanity without distinction of classes, climes, and coun¬ 
tries. It lays first emphasis on the purification of the 'self 
of an individual based on the fundamental principles— 
belief in Oneness of ALLAH and in the Life Hereafter. This 
ultimately would lead to international brotherhood and 
creation of a peaceful society.

THE ROOTS OF RELIGION (HI) 

IV. IMAMMAT ( Vicegerency of the Prophet) 

During his life time, Prophet Mohammad (S. AW.) had 
announced on several occasions that the responsibility of 
the guidance of the Muslim community would devolve after 
him on certain named persons as ordained by ALLAH. 
These persons are known as Imams (Vicegerents of the 
Prophet). The Imam deputises the prophet in every respect. 
Like the prophets, therefore, the Imam should also be Infal¬ 
lible in his thoughts, words and deeds. 

You have already been taught the names of those Immas in 
Lesson 3. 

There are clear references in the Holy Quran about 
belief in the Imams. As for example: 

O ye who believe I Obey ALLAH and obey the 
Messenger and those among you invested with 
Divine Authority; and if in aught ye differ, bring 
it before ALLAH and the Messenger if ye believe 
in ALLAH and the Latter Day. This is the best 
and the fairest way of settlement. 

4:59 

Verily it is We who bring the dead to life and 
keep record of what they have sent forward and 
left behind; everything (all authority) have We 
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(And remember) One Day (the Day of Judge¬ 
ment) We shall call togather all human beings 
with their respective Imams. 

17:71 

Referring to Imams the Prophet (S) has further empha 
sized: 

One who dies but does not recognise the Imam of 
his time dies the death of a pagan. 

On the Day of Resurrection every nation will be 
called along with the IMAM of its time, the Book 
of ALLAH and Sunnat (Tradition of its prophet). 

V. QAYAMAT (Resurrection) 

There is a life Hereafter. After death an individual 
gets the reward or punishment of the deeds performed 
before death. For this purpose on a certain day called the 
Day of Judgement, all the dead would be resurrected from 
their graves and awarded Heaven or Hell depending on the 
merits of their actions in this world. 

The Quran says: 

Beware when the Event (Qayamat) would occur 
No soul would then falsify its occurrence, 
(Many) will it bring low, 

(Many) will it bring high; 

When the earth would be shaken to its depths, 
And the mountains would be completey 
crumbled becoming dust scattered all about. 

56:1-6. 

The day of Qayamat will be of 50,000 years’ duration 
as has been written in the Holy Quran. The sun on that day 
will come down very low and the earth will be red-hot like 
healed copper. 
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LESSON 14 

THE BRANCHES OF RELIGION ( I) 
FUROO-E DEEN 

Furoo-e-Deen means the Branches of Religion. These 
branches are very many; but usually six to ten are taught 
to the children. They are explained below. 

I. PRAYER 

The daily five-time-prayers and other eleven prayers 
which are detailed elsewhere are all obligatory and should 
be performed on their occasions in fulfilment of prescribed 
conditions. 

The prayers are obligatory on adults (Baligh). For pur¬ 
pose of fulfilling religious obligations of a boy is deemed to be 
adult on completion of his fifteenth year, and a girl on 
completion of her nineth year. 

The Quran has repeatedly enjoined upon every Mus¬ 
lim the offering of prayers (Iqam-as-Salaat) : 

Verily ! I am ALLAH; there is no god but I, 
therefore submit to Me and offer prayers to 
mention Me. 

20:14 

Recite from the Book revealed to thee and offer 
prayer I Prayer restrains from filth and evil 
without doubt, and ALLAH knows what you do. 

29:45 

O my son! Offer prayers and enjoin the good and 
forbid the evil and be patient whatever betide 
thee: for this is firmness in the conduct of affairs 

31:17 

II. SAUM (Fasting) 

Fasting is obligatory for every muslim adult, male or 
female, for the entire lunar month of Ramzan every year. 
The fast lasts just from the True Dawn till the commence¬ 
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ment of night. During the fast one has to abstain from 
eating, drinking, smoking and some other actions. In this 
regard the Quran says : 

O ye who believe! fasting is prescribed to you, 
as it was prescribed to those before you, that 
ye may exercise self-restraint. 

So every one of you who witnesseth this 
month should fast for it. 2:185 

LESSON 15 

THE BRANCHES OF RELIGION (H) 

III. HAJJ (Pilgrimage) 

Every Muslim is enjoined to go to Mecca, once in the 
life time, for pilgrimage which becomes obligatory when 
a man has funds enough for Ins return journey as well as 
maintenance of his family and is able to fulfil other con¬ 
ditions laid down for Hajj. This is performed on the 9th of 
the last month of the Islamic (Lunar) month Zilhajj. 

Proclaim the Hajj among people so that they 
come to you on foot and on camels of any kind 
from deep and distant places. 22:27 

The Hajj of the House of ALLAH (KaTja) is 
obligatory on every one who has means for 
the journey to it. ^:97 

IV. ZAKAAT (Wealth Tax) 

It is incumbent upon every one to pay wealth-tax on 
gold, silver, cattle and agricultural produce, when all con¬ 
ditions are fulfilled. This contribution is termed ZAKAAT 
and should be paid to poor Shia Ithnaasheris having a 

right to it. . 

The Quran has commanded the payment ol 

"Zakaat" almost as vigorously as the saying of prayers so 
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much so that almost every verse which speaks of saying of 
prayers speaks of payment of Zakaat, e.g. > 

And offer prayers 

And pay Zakaat 

And bow down with those 

Who bow down with those who bow down (in 
worship). 2:43 

V. KHUMS (one-Fifth Levy or Income Tax) 

Setting aside one-fiflh of the amount of a year's 
savings, (after deducting all the lawful expences from the 
earnings of that year) is called KHUMS. Sadaat 
(descendents of the Holy Prophet), provided they are 
Ithnaasheri and poor, will get half of the Khums, while the 
other half belongs to Imam (A.S.). During the Ghaibat of 
Imam (A.S.), his share must be handed over to the Mujta- 
hid. 

The Quranic command for this is as follows : 

And know that out of all wealth that you may acquire 
one-fifth of it is for ALLAH, and for the Messenger 
and for his kinsmen, and the orphans, the poor and 
the wayfarer. 8:41 

LESSON 16 

THE BRANCHES OF RELIGION (in) 

VI. JEHAD (The Holy War) 

Defence is unquestionably the most important phase 
of a community life. Islam provides for the defence of the 
Muslim community by imposition of what is called JEHAD. 

It means fighting in the path of Allah in response to the call 
from the Prophet or the Imam of the Age. 

And fight in the cause of ALLAH against those who 
fight against you : but do not transgress because 
ALLAH does not love transgressors. 2:190 
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VII. AMR BIL MAAROOF 

It means enjoining the good. If a person does not fulfil 
the obligations laid down by Allah, it is obligatory on us to 
guide him to the right path provided we have a hope that he 
will follow our guidance. 

VIII. NAfilY ANIL MUNKAR 
It means forbidding the prohibited things or works. We 
should ask any man found doing things prohibited by Allah, 
to refrain from such deeds, provided we have a hope that he 
will act oh our advice 

IX. TAWALLA . 

It means to love the Fourteen Masumin and keep friends 
with their followers. 

X. TABARRA 

It means that we should remain aioof,from the enemies of 
the Fourteen Masumins. 

IJTIHAD AND TAQLEED 

In every sphere of life we have to heed to .the advice of the 
experts in that field. Likewise, in the matter of Islamic 
Laws, we must obey the rulings of the experts of that Law. 
Those experts are called Mujtahids; and the act of obeying 
their rulings is called Taqleed Here are some of the condi¬ 
tions which govern our choice of the Mujtahid: 

'(a) He must be Baligh (i.e. adult), (b) Apquil (i.e. 
sane), (c) man, (d) alive at the time of begining the Taqleed, 
(e) Ithnaasheri, (f) Adil, (g) Mujtahid, (h) Aaalam, (i) Legiti¬ 
mate child, (j) Having good memory, (k) Not involved in 
worldly affairs so, as to hinder his scholarly persuits. 

Adil means a person who does not commit big sins 
even unintentionally, and if he commits small ,sins (not 
intentionally) he repents at once. Only an Adil person can 
lead in prayers, can be accepted as reliable witness and be 
appointed as Qadhi 

Aalam means one who is the most learned of all. 
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LESSON 17 


USEFUL EXPLANATIONS 
Part I 

1. WAJIB: The religious duties performance of which is 
rewarded and neglact of which is punishable are called 
WAJIB. 

2. SUNNAT: Such of the rites performance of which is 
rewardable but their omission is not punishable are termed 
as SUNNAT, or MUSTAHAB. 

3. HAJRAM: Deeds, doing of which is sinful and punish¬ 
able and abstenance from them rewardable, are termed as 
HARAM. 

4. MAKROOH: Those deeds, abstenance from which is 
rewarded; but committing them is not sinful, are termed as 
MAKROOH. 

5. MUBAH: Those deeds which are allowed by the Sh- 
eriat, but there is neither reward nor punishment for doing 
or neglecting them, are called Mubah. Mubah is alee termed 
as " Jaez". 

Part II 

1. MUSLIM: One who believes in Allah, His Prophet 
and the day of resurrection (Quiyamat), recites Kalema and 
accepts the commands of Allah and His Prophet as true is 
called Muslim. 

2. MOOMIN: That Muslim who believes that Allah is 
Adil (Just), and the twelve Imams (mentioned in lesson 3) 
are the only rightful successors of the Holy Prophet (S.A.W.), 
and that all of them were appointed by Allah, is called 
Moomin (i.e. Believer; Faithful). 

3. KAFIR: He who does not believe in God or His 
Prophet or in Quiyamat is a KAFIR (Unbeliever). 

4. MUSHRIK: One who believes that Allah has one or 
more colleague or partner is called a MUSHRIK.

LESSON 9 
THE ROOTS OF RELIGION (I) 

I. TAWHEED (Oneness of God) 

TAWHEED means that ALLAH is One. He has neither 
any colleague nor any partner. He is neither bora of any 
parent nor has He any wife, children or relatives. 

II. ADL (Justice of God) 

It menas that God is just. He is not a tyrant. 
Everybody's awards will depend upon his deeds. He who 
obeys His commands will be awarded a place in Paradise and 
he who disobeys Him will be sent to Hell. 

In this connection Quran says : 

ALLAH affirms that there is no god but He; 
and so do the angles, and those endued with 
knowledge. He is standing firm in justice. 

3:18 

LESSON 10 
SIFAT SUBUTIYYAH 

In order to understand Tawheed clearly, the attributes 
of Allah have been grouped as positive and negative. 

The positive attributes which are befitting Allah are 
called Sifate Subutiyyah. They are many in number, but 
eight of them are usually listed. They are: 

1. QADEEM. This means that Allah is Eternal i.e. He 
has neither a beginning nor an end. 
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2. QAADIR. It means that Allah is Omnipotent, i.e. 
He has power over every thing, and every affair. 

3. AALIM. It means that Allah is Omniscient i.e. 
He knows everything. Nothing ever remain a secret 
from Him. 

4. HAL It means that Allah is alive and will 

remain alive for ever. 

5. MUREED. This means that Allah has His own dis 
cretion in all affairs. He does not do anything under 
compulsion. 

6. MUDRIK. It means that He is All-perceiving, as 
Sami (Ail-Hearing), Baseer (All-Seeing), Haazir (Om 
nipresent). Allah sees and hears everything though 
He has neither eyes nor ears. 

7. MUTAKALLIM. It means that Allah is The Master 
of the word, i.e. He can create speech in anything as He 
did in a tree for Hazrat Musa (AS) and in the "Curtain 
of Light" for Holy Prophet (S.AW.) 

8. SADIQ. This means that Allah is true in his 
words and promises. 

It is impossible to fix any limits to His attributes. This 
list is not exhaustive but is essential to understand the 
Glory of Allah. The attributes are not acquired but inherent 
in the conception of Divinity. 

LESSON 11 

SIFAT SALBIYYAH 

The Negative Attributes which cannot be found in 
Allah because they are below His dignity are called "Sifate 
Salbiyya". They are many, but like "Sifate Subutiya" only 
eight are listed generally. They are: 


1. SHAREEK. The word "Shareek" means a colleague 
or a partner. Allah has neither a colleague nor a 
partner in His Divinity. 

2. MURAKKAB. This word means "Compound" or 
"Mixed". Allah is neither made, nor composed, of any 
material. He cannot be divided even in the imagina 
tion. 

3. MLAKAAN. It means "Place". Allah is not confined 
to a place for He has no JISM (body). 

4. HULOOL. It means "entering". Nothing enters 
Allah nor does He enter anything or anybody. There 
fore, the belief of incarnation in any form is abhor 
rent to the conception of Divinity. 

5. MAHALLE HAW ADIS. This means "subject to 
changes”. Allah cannot change. 

6. MAIM. It means ’Visible". Alllah is not visible. He 
has not been seen, is not seen and will never be seen, 
because He is not a body. 

7. IHTIYAJ. It means "dependence" or " need". Allah 
is not deficient in any virtue, so He does not need any 
thing. 

8. SIFATE ZAID. This means "ad-led qualification. 
The attributes of Allah are not separate from His 
Being. For example, we say that Allah is Alim, but it 
does not mean that His knowledge is something 
separate from His Existence. In fact, there has never 
been a time when He was less Alim and then ac¬ 
quired more knowledge. His Knowledge, His Mercy, 
His Justice and all His virtues and attributes are 
His Own Being. 

It will thus be seen that according to Islam ALLAH 

is the name of God as percieved in the light of the above 

Positive and Negative Attributes. In other words, ALLAH 
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is the Creator of the Universe, Self-Existent, the source of all 
perfection and free from all defects. 

LESSON 12 

THE ROOTS OF RELIGION (II) 

IIL NUBUWWAT (Prophethood) 

The Conception of Prophethood follows from the 
premises that it is the Will of ALLAH that evey human being 
should pursue a defined code of life and follow certain 
principles of conduct ALLAH therefore had to send proph¬ 
ets to acquaint the humanity with these principles and the 
code of life. 

Quran says: 

Nor would We punish without sending 
Messengers to give warning. 

The third Usool "NUBUWWAT' calls for belief in all 
the prophets sent by Allah from time to time for the guidance 
of humanity. According to Islam, Allah sent 1,24,000 proph¬ 
ets in all. Adam was the first of them. Nuh (Noah), Ibrahim 
(Abraham), Musa (Moses) and Isa (Jesus) were other promi¬ 
nent prophets (peace be on them all). Our Prophet Hadhrat 
Muhammad Mustafa (S.A.W.) was the last. Some prophets 
came with Shari'ats (Codes of life), while others merely 
propagated the Shari'ats of their fore-runners. 

Since the words of a prophet are to be obeyed and his 
actions are to serve as a guide, it follows that every prophet 
should lie Infallible in his thoughts, words and deeds. 

According to Islam the entire universe came into 
existence through the Will of the Creator and was created 
with a definite purpose. Says the Holy Quran: 

"Verily I In the creation of the Heavens and the 
Earth and in the variation of the night and the 
day are signs for the men of understanding 
heart who standing and sitting and reclining 


bear Allah in mind, and ponder on the creation 
of the Heavens and Earth, "O our Lord !" say 
they, ’Thou hast not created this in vain." 

And further the specific purpose of creation is: 

' I have not created the genii and the human 
beings but for submission to Me'. 

51:56 

Now, to explain this Divine Will came the Divine 
Messengers known as the prophets. 

Verily ! Alllah hath chosen Adam and Noah, the 
progeny of Abraham and the progeny of Imran 
above the worlds, the descendants one of the 
other. Allah is One Who hears and knows. 

2:33-34 

The prophets never disagreed in fundamentals. Gen¬ 
erally the prophets were deputed for specified communi¬ 
ties, regions or periods. Muhammad, the Last of the Divine 
Messengers, was sent to express the Will of ALLAH for the 
entire humanity, and for all times to come. 

To quote Quran: 

We have not sent thee but as MERCY unto all 
the worlds. 

21:107 

And We have sent thee to MANKIND AT LARGE, to 
announce and to warn. But most of the people under 
stand not. 

Say unto them: O men 11 am ALLAH’S Messenger 
to YOU ALL; Whose is the kingdom of the Heav 
ens and the Earth ! There is no God but He ! He 
maketh alive and killeth ! Therefore believe in 
ALLAH, and His Messenger — the MAKKAN 
Prophet — who believeth in ALLAH and His 
word; and follow him that ye be guided aright. 
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7:158 

Islam therefore, is a perfect code of life for the entire 
humanity without distinction of classes, climes, and coun¬ 
tries. It lays first emphasis on the purification of the 'self 
of an individual based on the fundamental principles— 
belief in Oneness of ALLAH and in the Life Hereafter. This 
ultimately would lead to international brotherhood and 
creation of a peaceful society. 

LESSON 13 

THE ROOTS OF RELIGION (HI) 

IV. EMAMMAT ( Vicegerency of the Prophet) 

During his life time. Prophet Mohammad (S.A.W.) had 
announced on several occasions that the responsibility of 
the guidance of the Muslim community would devolve after 
him on certain named persons as ordained by ALLAH. 
These persons are known as Imams (Vicegerents of the 
Prophet). The Imam deputises the prophet in every respect. 
Like the prophets, therefore, the Imam should also be Infal¬ 
lible in his thoughts, words and deeds. 

You have already been taught the names of those Immas in 
Lesson 3. 

There are clear references in the Holy Quran about 
belief in the Imams. As for example: 

O ye who believe 1 Obey ALLAH and obey the 
Messenger and those among you invested with 
Divine Authority; and if in aught ye differ, bring 
it before ALLAH and the Messenger if ye believe 
in ALLAH and the Latter Day. This is the best 
and the fairest way of settlement. 

4:59 

Verily it is We who bring the dead to life and 
keep record of what they have sent forward and 
left behind; everything (all authority) have We 
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(And remember) One Day (the Day of Judge¬ 
ment) We shall call together all human beings 
with their respective Imams. 

17:71 

Referring to Imams the Prophet (S) has further empha 
sized: 

One who dies but does not recognise the Imam of 
his time dies the death of a pagan. 

On the Day of Resurrection every nation will be 
called along with the IMAM of its time, the Book 
of ALLAH and Sunitat (Tradition of its prophet). 

V. QAYAMAT (Resurrection) 

There is a life Hereafter. After death an individual 
gets the reward or punishment of the deeds performed 
before death. For this purpose on a certain day called the 
Day of Judgement, all the dead would be resurrected from 
their graves and awarded Heaven or Hell depending on the 
merits of their actions in this world. 

The Quran says: 

Beware when the Event (Qayamat) would occur 
No soul would then falsify its occurrence, 
(Many) will it bring low, 

(Many) will it bring high; 

When the earth would be shaken to its depths, 
And the mountains would be completey 
crumbled becoming dust scattered all about. 

56:1-6. 

The day of Qayamat will be of 50,000 years' duration 
as has been written in the Holy Quran. The sun on that day 
will come down very low and the earth will be red-hot like 
heated copper. 
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LESSON 14 

THE BRANCHES OF RELIGION ( I ) 
FUROO-E DEEN 

Furoo-e-Deen means the Branches of Religion. These 
branches are very many; but usually six to ten are taught 
to the children. They are explained below. 

I. PRAYER 

The daily five-time-prayers and other eleven prayers 
which are detailed elsewhere are all obligatory and should 
be performed on their occasions in fulfilment of prescribed 
conditions. 

The prayers are obligatory on adults (Baligh). Forpur- 
pose of fulfilling religious obligations of a boy is deemed to be 
adult on completion of his fifteenth year, and a girl on 
completion of her nineth year. 

The Quran has repeatedly enjoined upon every Mus¬ 
lim the offering of prayers (Iqam-as-Salaat) : 

Verily ! I am ALLAH; there is no god but I, 
therefore submit to Me and offer prayers to 
mention Me. 

20:14 

Recite from the Book revealed to thee and offer 
prayer ! Prayer restrains from filth and evil 
without doubt, and ALLAH knows what you do. 

29:45 

O my son! Offer prayers and enjoin the good and 
forbid the evil and be patient whatever betide 
thee: for this is firmness in the conduct of affairs 

31:17 

II. SAUM (Fasting) 

Fasting is obligatory for every muslim adult, male or 
female, for the entire lunar month of Ramzan every year 
The fast lasts just from the True Dawn till the commence¬ 
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ment of night. During the fast one has to abstain from 
eating, drinking, smoking and some other action*. In this 
regard the Quran says : 

O ye who believe 1 fasting is prescribed to you, 
as it was prescribed to those before you, that 
ye may exercise self-restraint. 

So every one of you who witnesseth this 
month should fast for it. 2:185 

LESSON 15 

THE BRANCHES OF RELIGION (U) 

III. HAJJ (Pilgrimage) 

Every Muslim is enjoined to go to Mecca, once in the 
life time, for pilgrimage which becomes obligatory when 
a man has funds enough for his return journey as well as 
maintenance of his family and is able to fulfil other con¬ 
ditions laid down for Hajj. This is performed on the 9th of 
the last month of the Islamic (Lunar) month Zilhajj. 

Proclaim the Hajj among people so that they 
come to you on foot and on camels of any kind 
from deep and distant places. 22:27 

The Hajj of the House of ALLAH (Balm) is 
obligatory on every one who has means for 
the journey to it. ^:97 

IV. ZAKAAT (Wealth Tax) 

It is incumbent upon every one to pay wealth-tax on 
gold, silver, cattle and agricultural produce, when all con¬ 
ditions are fulfilled. This contribution is termed ZAKAAT 
and should be paid to poor Shia Ithnaasheris having a 
right to it. 

The Quran has commanded the payment of 
"Zakaat" almost as vigorously as the saying of prayers so 
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much so that almost every verse which speaks of saying of 
prayers speaks of payment of Zakaat, eg. 

And offer prayers 

And pay Zakaat *% 

And bow down with those 

Who bow down with those who bow down (in 
worship). 2:43 A 

V. KHUMS (one-Fifth Levy or Income Tax) 

Setting aside one-fifth of the amount of a year's « 
savings, (after deducting all the lawful expences from the 
earnings of that year) is called KHUMS. Sadaat 
(descendents of the Holy Prophet), provided they are 
Ithnaasheri and poor, will get half of the Khums, while the 
other half belongs to Imam (A.S.). During the Ghaibat of 
Imam (A.S.), his share must be handed over to the Mujta- 
hid. 

The Quranic command for this is as follows : 

And know that out of all wealth that you may acquire 
one-fifth of it is for ALLAH, and for the Messenger 
and for his kinsmen, and the orphans, the poor and 
the wayfarer. 8:41 

LESSON 16 

THE BRANCHES OF RELIGION (III) 

VI. JEHAD (The Holy War) 

Defence is unquestionably the most important phase 
of a community life. Islam provides for the defence of the 
Muslim community by imposition of what is called JEHAD. 

It means fighting in the path of Allah in response to the call 
from the Prophet or the Imam of the Age. 

And fight in the cause of ALLAH against those who 
fight against you : but do not transgress because 
ALLAH does not love transgressors. 2:190 
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VII. AMR BIL MAAROOF 

It means enjoining the good. If a person does not fulfil 
the obligations laid down by Allah, it is obligatory on us to 
guide him to the right path provided we have a hope that he 
will follow our guidance. 

VIII. NAHIY ANIL MUNKAR 
It means forbidding the prohibited things or works. We 
should ask any man found doing things prohibited by Allah, 
to refrain from such deeds, provided we have a hope that he 
will act oh our advice. 

IX. TAWALLA . 

It means to love the Fourteen Masumin and keep friends 
with their followers. 

X. TABARRA . 

It means that we should remain aloofJrom the enemies of 
the Fourteen Masumins. 

IJTIHAD AND TAQLEED 

In every sphere of life we have to heed to the advice of the 
experts in that field. Likewise, in the matter of Islamic 
Laws, we must obey the rulings of the experts of that Law. 
Those experts are called Mujtahids; and the act of obeying 
their rulings is called Taqleed. Here are some of the condi¬ 
tions which govern our choice of the Mujtahid: 

•(a) He must be Baligh (i.e. adult), (b> Apquil (i.e. 
sane), (c) man, (d) alive at the time of begining the Taqleed, 
(e) Ithnaasheri, (0 Adil, (g) Mujtahid, (h) Aaalam, (i) Legiti¬ 
mate child, (j) Having good memory, (k) Not involved in 
worldly affairs so as to hinder his scholarly persuits. 

Adil means a person who does not commit big sins 
even unintentionally, and if he commits small .sins (not 
intentionally) he repents at once. Only an Adil person can 
lead in prayers, can be accepted as reliable witness and be 
appointed as Qadhi. 

Aalam means one who is the most learned of all.

USEFUL EXPLANATIONS 
Parti 

1. WAJIB: The religious duties performance of which is 
rewarded and neglact of which is punishable are called 
WAJIB. 

2. SUNNAT: Such of the rites performance of which is 
rewardable but their omission is not punishable are termed 
as SUNNAT, or MUSTAHAB. 

3. HARAM: Deeds, doing of which is sinful and punish¬ 
able and abstenance from them rewardable, are termed as 
HARAM. 

4. MAKROOH: Those deeds, abstenance from which is 
rewarded; but committing them is not sinful, are termed as 
MAKROOH. 

5. MUBAH: Those deeds which are allowed by the Sh- 
eriat, but there is neither reward nor* punishment for doing 
or neglecting them, are called Mubah. Mubah is als# termed 
as " Jaez". 

Part II 

1. MUSLIM: One who believes in Allah, His Prophet 
and the day of resurrection (Quiyamat), recites Kalema and 
accepts the commands of Allah and His Prophet as true is 
called Muslim. 

2. MOOMIN: That Muslim who believes that Allah is 
Adil (Just), and the twelve Imams (mentioned in lesson 3) 
are the only rightful successors of the Holy Prophet (S.A.W.), 
and that all of them were appointed by Allah, is called 
Moomin (i.e. Believer; Faithful). 

3. KAFIR: He who does not believe in God or His 
Prophet or in Quiyamat is a KAFIR (Unbeliever). 

4. MUSHR1K: One who believes that Allah has one or 
more colleague or partner is called a MUSHRIK. 
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baked in fire; (d) Stones — other than minerals; (e) If the first 
mentioned four things are not available then , and only then 
it is p^rmissable to do Tayammum, on the dust which 
gathers upon the mats, floors, desks etc., (f) If the dust, also 
cannot be found, then it is allowed to do Tayammum on mud. 

Note : Some people keep earth in a small bog and do Tayammum 

upon its dust which gathera on the outside. It is not correct They have EARTH 
with them, therefore, they ore not allowed to do TViyammum on dust which 
has been -allowed just as an emergency measure.. They should open the bog 
and do Tayammum on earth. 

3. The conditions about the above-mentioned 
things :• . 

(a) All the above-mentioned things must be dry as 
far as possible. Even the mud should be dried, if possible, to 
convert it into the chunk of earth: 

(b) They mlist be Tahir; 

(c) and Mubah — not Ghasbi; 

(d) The place where these things are kept, must be 
Mubah. 

(e) The place where you are standing while doing 

Tayammum, must be Mubah. , 

4. How to do Tayammum : . 

1. Niyyat : I am doing Tayammum in place of 

wudhu or Ghusl (as the case may be), so that my prayer or 
fast (as the case may be) Qurbatan ilallah. 

2. Strike palms of both hands together upon the thing on 
which Tayammum is correct e.g. eafth or sand etc. Remem¬ 
ber that just putting the hand upon earth etc. is not suffi¬ 
cient. You must hit or strike it by your palms. 

3. Pull both palms together from the beginning of the 
forehead down to the point of the nose. Both sides of the 
forehead, joining the ears should be included in it. Eyes and 
cheeks are not to be included 

4. Then pull the left palm upon the back of the right hand 



from the projecting small bone on the joint of palm and arm 
up to the fingertips; 

5. Then pull the right palm on the back of the left palm 
likewise; 

6. Strike the palms together upon earth etc. second 
time; 

7. Pull the left palm on the back of right hand, as ex¬ 
plained above. 

8. Pull the right palm on the back of the left hand, as 
explained above. 

If a person has to do Ghusl and Wudhu both* and. he 
has got water sufficient for only one of them, he will do 
Tayammum in place of other Taharat* after using the 
water in the Taharat for which it was sufficient: 

The hands and'‘forehead must be Tahir before 
Tayammum; There should not be anything like ring or nail- 
polish etc, which may be a cover against the earth etc. 

LESSON 49 

PRAYER OF AYAAT (SIGNS) 

1. ITS CAUSES: 

The prayer of "Signs" (Ayaat) is W^jib when any of 
the following signs occur:- 
1/ Solar Eclipse. 

2. Lunar Eclipse. 

3. Earthquake. 

4. Any natural occurance which normally creates 
fear in the common people like black, red or yellow storm, 
cyclone and things like that. 

2. Its time : 

In Solar and Lunar Eclipses, the time of the prayer pf 
Signs" is from begining of the eclipse till it is completely 
cleared. 
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In other causes like earthquake it must be prayed soon 
after the cause subsides. But it is always Ada even if prayed 
many days after its occurence. 

3. Its method : 

Prayer of Signs is 2 Rikats; every Rikat has 5 Rukuu 
(Tot-1 10 Rukuu). 

After Niyyat and Takbiratul-Ihram, you should recite 
Sura Al-Hamd, then any other Sura; then go to Rukuu. Your 
one Rukuu is complete. After rising from Rukuu, recite again 
Sura Al-Hamd and one Sura and go to Rukuu. Your second 
Rukuu is complete. Likewise, you should do 5 Rukuu. After 
rising from 5th Rukuu, say 'Sameallaho Leman Hamedah' and 
go to Sajda. Complete 2 Sajdas as usual and rise for the 2nd 
Rikat. 

Likewise, do 5 Rukuu in the 2nd Rik'at, and perform 2 
Sqjdas; recite Tashahhud ana Salaam as usual. Your prayer is 
complete. 

Note: It is Sunnat to recite Qunut before every second Ruku. For this purpoee, 
count oil ten together. Thus you will reate Qunut before 2nd, and 4th (in first 
Riknnt), and before 6th, 8th and 10th Rukuu (in 2nd Rik'at). 

4. Short Method 

Also you are allowed to pray thi9 prayer by a short 
method; 

After Takbiratul Ihram, you recite Sura Al-Hamd, and 
only a part of a sura; then go to the first Rukuu, after rising 
recite another subsequent part of that sura and go to second 
Rukuu, rise again and recite the third subsequent part of that 
Sura and go to the 3rd Rukuu. Likewise do before 4th and 5th 
Rukuu, finishing the Sura before 5th Rukuu. 

For example : Sura Qul-Hu-wallah is 5 ayats. You may 
recite 'Bismillahir-Rahmanir-Rahim’ before first Rukuu; Qul- 
Hu-wallahu Ahad’ before 2nd Rukuu; Alla-bus’Samed' before 
3rd Rukuu; 'Lam Yalid walam yulad’ before 4th Rukuu; and 
'Lam Yakul-Lahu Kufuwan Ahad' before 5th Rukuu. 

Thus you would have read only one Al-Hamd and only 
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one complete Sura in one Rikat. You may recite one Rikat in 
one way and the other Rikat in the other way. 

LESSON 50 
FRIDAY PRAYER 

In the presence of Imam (A.S.) or his specially ap¬ 
pointed anthority, Friday prayer is Wajib-e-Ayni in place of 
Dhohr. Dhohr is not recited on such occasions. 

In ghaibat of Imam (A S.) when there is no one spe¬ 
cially appointed by Imam (A.S.) to lead in this prayer, Friday 
prayer and Dhohr become Wajib-e-Takhyin. 

Wajib-e-Takhyiri means that a man has an option to 
choose between two 'Wajibs'. but he cannot leave both. For 
example, in the 3rd and 4th Rikat of daily prayers, a man has 
to recite either Tasbihat-e-Arbaa' or Sura Al-Hamd. He has 
to choose anyone of these two alternatives, but cannot leave 
both. Thus these two things are "Wajib-e-Takhyiri" in these 
two Rikats. 

Likewise, on Fridays, Dhohr and Friday prayer are 
Wajib-e-Takhyiri. It means that a man has the option to 
choose between these two prayers. But he cannot neglect 
both. 

There are certain conditions for Friday prayer 

1. Friday prayer must be prayed by Jamaat. 

2. There must be at least 5 (better 7) persons 
including Imam. 

3. Only one Friday prayer may be prayed in a 
radius of 3 miles 720 yards. If two prayers are held within this 
distance, the later will be null and void. 

According to the Fatwa of Agh-e-Khoui, if Friday 
prayer ofeven the Sunnis or other sects is held within the said 
radius of 3 miles 720 yards, and begins before the Friday 
prayer of the Shia, then those Shias who are Muqallids of 
Agha-e-Khoui cannot do Niyyat of Wqjib for their Friday 
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prayer. In such cases, they may pray Friday prayer with 
Niyyat of Qurbatan ilallah ( in the hope that may be the 
Sheriat likes them to pray such Firday prayer) 

4. There must be two sermons delivered by the 
Imam before the prayer and attentively listened to by at 
least 4 (or 6) persons. 

5. As explained earlier, it is not wajib to hold 
Friday prayers specially. Instead, Dhohr may be prayed. 
But if Friday prayer is held by an Aadil Imam, then it is 
Wajib (Ihtiyat Wujubi) to participate in that prayer; and 
there will be no need to pray Dhohr afterwards. 

6. Friday prayer is two Rikats :In the first 
Rika'at it is sunnat for the Imam to recite Sura Juma and in 
the 2nd Rika'at Sura Munafiquun, after Sura-Al-Hamd. 

7. Two Qunuuts are Sunnat in this prayer : In 
the 1st Rika’at before Rukuu; in the 2nd Rika'at after rising 
from Rukuu. There is a special Qunuut for Friday. 

"Allahuma Inna Abidam min Ibadikas Saieheena 
Qamu biktabika wa Sunnati Nabiyyeka Fajzehim Anna 
Khairal-jaza" (O Allah, verily some servants from among 
thy pious servants stood firm with Thy Book and the 
traditions of Thy Prophet; Thou reward them with the best 
Reward from us.) 

LESSON 51 
NAMAZ-E-EEDAIN 

The Muslims observe two big festivals in a year. One 
as Eed-ul-Fitr and the others is 'Eid-ul-Azha. These two are 
the days of great festivity. 

‘Eid-ul-Fitr is observed at the end of the holy month 
of Ramzan, The fasting creates the feelings of faith, spiritu¬ 
ality, patience, contentment, and helping the poor. With a 
view to express our joy o n these feelings we observe Eed. 
The festivity of Muslims is not akin to dancing, singing 
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vulgar songs or playing dirty games. We offer our grateful¬ 
ness to Allah and also offer the Namaz-e-Eed for those 
religious , spiritual and moral gains which occrue to us in the 
holy month of Ramzan. 

The Muslim offer sacrifice on the day of'Eed-ul-Azha. 
Thus they pledge to give away their lives in the way of Allah 
and that of Islam. This is a great month for the believer. This 
is the motto of a Muslims life. In happiness of this pledge, we 
offer prayer of Eid-ul-Azha. Prayer of Eid is not Wqjib but 
Sunnat nowadays when our Present Imam is hidden from our 
eyes. The niyat (intention) of Namaz-e-Eid should be done as 
follows:- 

"I pray two rak’at Namaz of ’Eid-ul-Fitr or Eid-ul- 
Azha Sunnat qurbatan ilallah. 

In the first rak'at, after Sura Hamd, Sura A’ala is 
recited then hands are raised for Qunuut 
DO’A-E-QUNUUT 

"Allahumma ahlal Kibriyae wal azamate wa ahlal 
juude wal jabaruut, wa ahlal afwe warrahmah, wa ahlat- 
taqwa wal magh ferah; asaloka behaqqe haazal yaumil lazi 
ja’altahu lil muslimeena eedanw, wa le Muhammadin Sallal- 
laho alaihe wa aalehi Zukhranw wa karamotanw wa 
sharafanw wa mazeeda; an tusalleya ala Muhammadin wa 
Aale Muhammaddin, wa an tudkhelani fi kulle Khal in 
adkhalta fihe Muhammadin, wa Aale Muhammadin wa an 
Tukhrijani - min kulle Suu-in Akhrajta minho Muhammadan 
wa Aala Muhammadin, Salawaatoka alaihe wa 'alaihim 
sqmaeen. Allahumma, inni asaloka khaira ma sa-a-laka behi 
ibadokassalehuun; wa aoozo beka mimmastaaza minho 
'ibadokal mukhlesuun." 

In fist rak'at, the Qunuut is recited five times along 
with Takbirs (Allaho Akber). Then after Rukuu and Sajda, 
the second rak'at begins. 

In the second rak'at Sura Shams is recited after Sura 
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Hamd. 

In Surah Shams Allah has directed man to keep his 
self pure and to protect himself from sins. After the recita¬ 
tion of this Surah, the Qunuut is again recited but now only 
four times. Thereafter Rukuu, Sajda, Tashahhud and Sa¬ 
laam are done in the usual way. 

LESSON 52 
PRAYER OF JAMAT 

Namaz is offered individually and also in Jamat (congrega¬ 
tion). But there is great reward when the Namaz is offered 
in Jama'at. 

Namaz in congregation gives us both worldly and 
spiritual benefits : 

1. Islamic equality: 

In the congregation, sick and poor, high and low, all 
stand shoulder to shoulder. This destroys the haughtiness of 
the rich and creates self-respect in the poor, The best sene of 
mankind's equality comes before us in congregational Na¬ 
maz. 

2. Unity: 

In the congregational Namaz all have one niyat, one 
language and identical actions. All kneel together. All pros¬ 
trate together. This teaches us the lesson of the unity of the 
Muslims. 

3. Love and Co-operation: 

People meet with one another in the congregation 
Namaz. They know the hardships and worries of each other 
and try to help other. New tilings are known there. Mutual 
love develops. Circle of friendship is widened. We get an 
opportunity to protect our life in the light of others experi¬ 
ences. 

4. Discipline: 

While offering Namaz in Jama’at we stand in rows, 
follow the Imam of Jamat and practice obedience to Com- 
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mand. This instills in us the discipline which is the essential 
feature of a community's life. 

5. Prestige of Islam: 

Our mosques remain thriving - due to Namaz in 
Jama'at. It enhances the prestige of the Muslims, and the 
unity of the Muslims affects greatly the enemies. 

6. Limitless Reward: 

Allah has put a big reward for congregational Namaz:- 

Our Holy Prophet (S.A.W.) and the Imams (A.S.) have 
laid great stress on congregational Namaz. Therefore, we 
should offer congregational Namaz as far as possible. 

The Holy Prophet said that if there are only 2 persons 
(Imam and ony one Muslim) in Jama'at prayer, every Rikat 
gets the reward of 150 prayers. The reward is increased by the 
increase in the number of Musallis. Thus in a Jama'at prayer 
of 3 persons every Rikat gets reward of 600 prayers. 

If there are 4, every Rikat gets reward of 1,200 prayes. 
If there are 5, every Rikat gets reward 2,400 prayers. 
If there are 6, every Rikat gets reward of4,800 prayers. 
If there are 7, every Rikat gets reward of 9,600 prayers. 
If there 8, every Rikat gets reward of 19,200 prayers. 
If there are 9, every Rikat gets reward of 38,400 prayer. 
If there are 10, every Rikat gets reward of 76,800 
prayes. 

If there are more than 10, then nobody can estimate its 
reward except Allah. 

LESSON 53 
PRAYER OF MAYYIT 

Namaz-e-Mayyit is Wajib-e-Kifai, i.e. it is obligatory on every 
Muslim but as soon as it is performed correctly by one of them, 
it remains no more obligatory on others; but if no one offers the 
prayer everyone is sinner. 

If the deceased was six year old, Prayer of Mayyit is 
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Wajib. In offering this prayer, Taharat of the body or dress is 
not necessary; also Ghusl, Wudhu or Tayammum is not Wajib. 
But the intention of Namaz (Niyyat) and facing Quibla is 
essential. The dead body should be placed in such a way that 
the head of the mayyit remains *n the right of those who offer 
the prayer. In the case of dead body of a male, the Imam should 
stand near his waist; and in case of a female, near the chest. 

Prayer of Mayyit has 5 Takhirs (Including Takbiratuh 
Ihram) After first Takhir (i.e. Takbirat-ul-Ihram) Kalema-e- 
Shahadatain is recited. After 2nd Takbir, Salwat is recited. 
After 3rd Takbir, prayer is offered for all the Believers and 
Muslims. After 4th Takbir, prayer is offered especially for the 
decreased one. Then 5th Takbir is said and prayer comes to 
end. 

The shortest method of offering this prayer is as fol- 

lows:- 

Niyyat: I pray Namaz-e-Mayyit of this corpse W^jib, Qurbatan 
ilallah, Allaho Akber; 

Ashhado Al-La Ilaha Illallaho Wahadahuu La Sharika Lah; 
Wa Ashhado Anna Muhammadan Abduhuu wa Rasuluh; 
Allaho Akber, 

Allahumma Salle Ala Muhammadin wa Aale Muhammad; 
Alaho Akber; 

Allahummaghfir lil Maumeneena wal Mumenaat; 

Allaho Akber; 

Allahummaghfir Le Haazal Mayyit (In case the deceased is a 
female, say Allahummaghfir Le Hazzehil Mayyit); 

Allaho Akber; 

After the completion of the prayer recite "Rabbana 
Aatena Fid-Dunya Hasanatanw wa Fil-Aakhera Hasanatanw 
! Waquina Azaban-Naar.

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It is necessary to metion that even if this prayer is 
offered by Jamaat, everyone has to recite the whole prayer. It 
is not correct just to say Aliaho Akber' and remain silent 
between the Takbirs. Such a prayer is Batil. 

LESSON 54 
SAUM (Fasting) 

SAUM : 

Saum means to abstain from those things which break 
the fast, from Sub-he-Sadiqu (true dawn) to Maghrib-time, in 
obedience to Allah. 

WAJIB SAUMS : 

8 Saums are Wajib : (1) Month of Ramzan; (2) Quaza 
of the month of Ramzan (3) 3rd day of Itikaf; (4) 10 days of 
badal-ul-hadi in Hqjj; (5) Saum of Kaffara becoming Wajib 
for various reasons, (6) Saum which becomes Wqjib on ac¬ 
count of Nazar, Ahad or Quasam; (7) Saum of Kaffara of 
breaking or leaving fast; (8) Saum which have become Quaza 
from father, becomes Wqjib on his eldest son after his death 
(it is better to include mother also in this rule). 

CONDITIONS OF SAUM : 

These are the conditions for the Validity of Saum > 

1. Sanity; 2. Islam; 3. Iman;4. Remaining free from Haidh and 
Nifas for whole day; 5. Not remaining a ’Musafir' at the time 
of Zawal; 6. Not being in danger of illness by keeping fast. 

If a Musafir returns to his home-town or reaches a 
place where he intends to stay 10 days, before Zawal, and has 
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not used anything which breaks the fast, he must do niyyet’ 
of fast, and his fast will be valid. Likewise, if he begins his 
journey after Zawal, his fast of that day will remain valid. 

If a person is afaird that by keeping fast his illness will 
increase, or he will become sick by fasting, or that the treat¬ 
ment of his disease will become more difficult, he must break 
his fast. If he does keep fast, it would be null and void, and he, 
in addition, would be committing a sin. 

Being 'Baligh' is not a condition of validity of fast; if a 
child keeps fast, it would be all right. But Fast is not Wajib on 
a ’minor (Ghair-Baligh). 

Persons Exempted From Saum : 

The following persons are exempted from the Saum : 

1. & 2. Old man and woman, when owing to their old 
age and weakness (a) it is not possible for them to keep 
fast, or (b) it is very difficult to fast 

3. A person who has got a disease in which he remains 
ever thirsty and (a) it is not possible, or (b) is very 
difficult, for him to keep fast. 

4. The expecting-mothcr who is afraid (a) about her own 
health or (b) the health of the unborn child. 

5. The woman who breast-feeds a child (her own or 
another woman s) and is afraid that the fast (a) would 
endanger her health or (b) the health of the child. 

All these 5 types of persons are exempted from fasting 
on the following conditions :- 

1. In case of (b) they will have to pay Kaffara @ one 

’’Mudd’ (3/4 kilogram) wheat, rice or any such stable food, per 
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day to a poor Ithna-asheri. It is 'Ahwat' to pay 11/2 kilogram 
per day. 

2. In cases of (a) they are not required to pay any 
Kaffara; but it is highly recommended. 

3. Pregnant woman, or the nursing mother will 
have to fast in Qaza alter delivery or after weaning the child, 
as the case may be. 

4. The thirsty person will have to fast in Qaza, if 
he is able to do so afterwards. 

5. Old man and woman are not required (though 
recommended) to Cast in Qaza if he/she regains his/her 
strength. 

LESSON 55 
MUFTIRAT 

The things or actions which make a fast void (batil) 
are 10 in number 

1. and 2. Eating or drinking any thing. 3. Sexual relation; 4. 
Speaking, writing or conveying by sign any he about Allah, 
Prophets, Imams, or Bibi Fatima (s.a.); 5. Submerging the 
head in water; 6. Conveying thick dust, smoke or steam up 
to throat; 7. Vomitting; 8. Doing any such thing by which 
semen comes out; 9. Enima with liquid; 10. Remaining in the 
condition of Janabat, Haiz or Nifas up to Sub-he-Sadique. 

Note L All these things break the fart if they are committed inten tionally . 
If a person forgets that he is fasting, and eata cr drinks, hie fast is correct. 
Likewise, if he vomits involuntarily, or speaks something flbcut God cr 
Imams which he thinks is correct (though in fact it is wrong), or somebody elae 
pushes him into water and his head goee into water, or he sees dust co min g 
towards him and tries his best to protect himself from it, but still inhales some 
of it involuntarily, his fast is correct 
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Note 2. Remaining in the condition of Janabat makes fast betfl in the month 
of Ramzan and its Qaza only. Other feats are not effected by it 
Note 3. Not doing Ghusl (or Thyammum, if allowed) of Haiz, or Nifas before 
Subh-e-Sadiqu (true dawn) makes the fast BaQl in the month of Ramzan only. 

Other feats (including the Qaza of Ramzan) are not effected by it 

Note 4. When a feat is broken by any of the above-mentioned Muftirat, or 
when a person does not keep fast (without any excuse, i.e. illness or travel), 
he has to pay Kaffara, in addi.ion to its Qaza. 

KAFFARA: The Kaffara of breaking the fast one day of 
Ramzan is 

1. Emancipating a slave; 2. If that is not possible, then 
two months-fast conseeutively; 3. and if that is also not pos¬ 
sible, then feeding 60 Mumins. 

Kaffara of breaking the Qaza of one day of Ramzan, 
if broken after Zawal, is : 1. Feeding 10 poor Mumins; 2. and 
if that is not possble, then fasting three days. 

\ 

Kaffara of breaking the fast of specified Nazar is : 

1. Emancipating a slave; 2. If that is not possible, then 
feeding 10 poor Mumins; 3. or clothing 10 poor Mumins; 4. 
and if he cannot do any of these then, fasting three days. 

Note 1. In feeding, it is enough to give each man 1.6 pound wheat cr rice. 

Note 2. Whenever in a Kaffara a certain thing in prescribed, its price is not 
acceptable. Far instance, it is noi allowed to give money of 1.6 pound wheat, 
or price of shirt and trousers to a poor man. It is obligatory to give brim the 
gmin or cloth. 

Note 3. When a fast is broken by any Haram thing, bke wine etc, aO 3 
Kaflaras are to be paid (emancipating of slave, 60 days' fast, feeding 60 poor 
Mumins), as a punishment 

Note 4. In two-months-fart, at least 31 days should be fasted consecutively. 

The remaining 29 days may be fasted with gape. 
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LESSON 56 


NAZR 

Nazr is a vow, a voluntary undertaking, of an act of 

virtue, as binding one's self in gratitude for some special 

favour prayed for. It is a solemn promise to God. 

Types of Nazr: 

(a) Nazre Bir (Shukr, Thanks) — If a particular wish is 
fulfilled then to undertake to do an act of Virtue. 

(b) Nazre Istidfail Baliyah-For removal of a hardship 
or difficulty. 

(c) Nazre Zajro Tanbih — Nazr fo reprimanding oneself 
on committing a sin, e.g., If I backbite someone 
then I shall be bound to pray two rakaats of 
Namaz. 

(d) Nazr-e-Tabarru, — It is a Nazr without any of the 
above conditions; e.g., to bind oneself to pray 
Namaze Tahsyjud during the month of Ramadhan, 
for the sake of Allah. 

Conditions of Nazr: 

Nazr should be performed in the following manner:- 

(1) A Nazr should be kept for the sake of Allah. It is 
essential to say "LILLAHI ALATYA (It is, for 
Allah, upon me to do so) whilst doing nazr. 

(2) A person doing Nazr must be adult and sane; and 
should do Nazr with his own free will. 

(3) If an extravagant person, or one who is prevented by 
Sheriat to deal in his property or wealth does any Nazr 
by involving money or wealth it is not valid. 
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(4) If a husband asks his wife not to keep Nazr and whilst 
performing Nazr the rights of the husband are likely to 
be encroached upon, then the wife cannot possibly keep 
such a Nazr. However, if the husband has granted his 
permission then he cannot stop his wife from perform 
mg the Nazr. 

(5) Whilst doing Niyyat of Nazr one should be capable to 
perform the said Nazr. Otherwise the Nazr is void. For 
example, if one does a Nazr that he will go to Krbala on 
foot, and it is out of his bounds, then such a Nazr is void. 

(6) A Nazr cannot be kept to give up "WAJEBAT or 
MUSTAHABBAT" or to carry out MAKRUH or 
HARAM because such a Nazr is void. 

(7) A Nazr should always be performed according to the 
original intention. For instance, if one keeps a Nazr to 
give charity or recite prayers on a particular day, then 
it should be performed on that very particular day and 
should not be postponed to any other day. 

(8) If a person keeps a Nazr to fast a particular day and he 
intentionally does not fast on that day, then he shall 
have to keep Qadha and at the same time pay Kaffara. 
However, if he is prevented from fasting on that par¬ 
ticular day because of a gemine reason e.g. if he falls 
sick or travels for for Hajj, then he shall have to keep 
Qadha only; there is no Kaffara on him. 

(9) If one keeps a Nazr for the tomb (Rauza) of an (Imam 
or a martyr or any other pious person, then it is lhtiyat- 
e-wajib to use it in its construction, light, etc. 
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(10) If Nazr is kept for an Imam or martyr or any 
Imamzada, (e.g., if my patient becomes well,then I will 
give Nazr, for the sake of Allah, Shs. 100 . to Imam 
Hussain a/s/), then if he had a Niyyat to use, that 
money in a particular purpose (e.g. construction of 
Imambara), then it must to used for that purpose. 

And if at the time of doing Niyyat of that Nazr he did 
not specify a particular use, then it is called Nazr-e- 
Mutlaq" (unspecified Nazr); and in this case the money 
should be used in a purpose which h a s some connection 
with that Imam or maytyr. For exampe, for his needy 
Zuwwar, or construction of his tomb etc. 

(11) The money of *Nazr-e-Mutlaq' may also be used for the 
purpose of spreading and/or strengthening the relig¬ 
ion, and for the help of poor Shias. 

(12) When one wants to spend the money of Nazr (men 
tioned is Nos. 10 and 11), it is better to do Niyyat that 
one is using it on behalf of the Imam or martyr concer- 
end and that its Reward is for that Imam or martyr.

Further Explanation of Rule No.l of Lesson 29 

If someone lives in a rented house and, for one reason or 
other, is prevented from paying the rent to the owner, then he 
should seek the owner's permission to live in that house 
without paying him any rent. 

If the owner is not known, or his where bouts are not 
known, then the property comeB under the category 'Mal-e- 
Majhul-ul-Malik (A thing the owner of which is not known). 
Such things become the property of Imam (a.s.), and in his 
Ghaibat, the Mujtahid has authority upon such things. 

Therefore, such cases should be referred to the Mujta¬ 
hid for his decesion. 
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baked in fire; (d) Stones — other than minerals; (e) If the first 
mentioned four things are not available then , and only then 
it is permissable to do Tayammum, on the dust which 
gathers upon the mats, floors, desks etc., (0 If the dust, also 
cannot be found, then it is allowed to do Tayammum on mud. 

Note : Some people keep earth in a small bog and do Tayammum 

upon its dust which gathers on the outside. It is not correct They have EARTH 
with them, therefore, they are not allowed to do Tayammum on dust which 
has been allowed just as on emergency measure.. They should open the bag 
and do Tayammum on earth. 

3. The conditions about the above-mentioned 
things 

(a) All the above-mentioned things must be dry as 
far as possible. Even the mud should be dried, if possible’, to 
convert it into the chunk of earth: 

(b) They must be Tahir; 

.(c) and Mubah — not Ghasbi; 

(d) The place where these things are kept, must be 
Mubah. 

(e) The place where you .are standing while doing 
Tayammum, must be Mubah. 

4. How to do Tayammum : 

1. Niyyat : I am doing Tayammum in place of 

wudhu or Ghusl (as the case may be), so that my prayer or 
fast (as the case may be) Qurbatan ilallah. 

2. Strike palms of both hands together upon the thing on 
which Tayammum is correct e.g. earth or sand etc. Remem¬ 
ber that just putting the hand upon earth etc. is not suffi¬ 
cient. You must hit or strike it by your palms. 

3. Pull both palms together from the beginning of the 
forehead down to the point of the nose. Both sides of the 
forehead joining the ears should be included in it. Eyes and 
cheeks are not to be included. 

4. Then pull the left palm upon the back of the right hand 
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from the projecting small bone on the joint of palm and arm 
up to the fingertips; 

5. Then pull the right palm on the back of the left palm 
likewise; 

6. Strike the palms together upon earth etc. second 
time; 

7 . Pull the left palm on the back of right hand, as ex¬ 
plained above. 

8. Pull the right palm on the back of the left hand, as 
explained above. 

If a person has to do Ghusl and Wudhu both, and-he 

has got water sufficient for only one of them, he will do 

Tayammum in place of other Taharat, after using the 

water in the Taharat for which it was sufficient: 

The '’hands and “forehead must be Tahir before 

Tayammum; There should not be anything like ring or nail- 

polish etc, which may be a cover against the earth etc.

LESSON 49 

PRAYER OF AYAAT (SIGNS) 

1. ITS CAUSES: 

The prayer of ."Signs" (Ayaat) is Wajib when any of 
the following signs oceur:- 
Solar Eclipse. 

2. Lunar Eclipse. 

3. Earthquake. 

4. Any natural occurance which normally creates 
fear in the common people like black, red or yellow storm, 
cyclone and things like that. 

2. Its time : 

In Solar and Lunar Eclipses, the time of the prayer pf 
Signs" is from begining of the eclipse till it is completely 
cleared. 


In other causes like earthquake it must be prayed soon 
after the cause subsides. But it is always Ada even if prayed 
many days after its occurence. 

3. Its method : 

Prayer of Signs is 2 Rikats; every Rikat has 5 Rukuu 
(ToM 10 Rukuu). 

After Niyyat and Takbiratul-Ihram, you should recite 
Sura AI-Hamd, then any other Sura; then go to Rukuu. Your 
one Rukuu is complete. After rising from Rukuu, recite again 
Sura Al-Hamd and one Sura and go to Rukuu. Your second 
Rukuu is complete. Likewise, you should do 5 Rukuu. After 
rising from 5th Rukuu, say ‘Sameallaho Leman Hamedah’ and 
go to Sajda. Complete 2 Sfcqdas as usual and rise for the 2nd 
Rikat. 

Likewise, do 5 Rukuu in the 2nd Rik’at, and perform 2 
Sajdas; recite Tashahhud ana Salaam as usual. Your prayer i6 
complete. 

Note: It is Sunnat to ntau* Qunut before ev*»ry second Ruku. For this purpose, 
count ell ten tcgether. Thus you will reate Qunut before 2nd, and 4th (in -first 
RikaatX and before 6th, 8th and 10th Rukuu (in 2nd Rik'at). 

4. Short Method 

Also you are allowed to pray this prayer by a short 
method; 

After Takbiratul Ibram, you recite Sura Al-Hamd, and 
only a part of a sura; then go to the first Rukuu, after rising 
recite another subsequent part of that sura and go to second 
Rukuu, rise again and recite the third subsequent part of that 
Sura and go to the 3rd Rukuu. Likewise do before 4th and 5th 
Rukuu, finishing the Sura before 5th Rukuu. 

For example : Sura Qul-Hu-wallah is 5 ayats. You may 
recite ’Bismillahir-Rahmamr-Rahim' before first Rukuu; QuI- 
Hu-wallahu Ahad’ before 2nd Rukuu; , Alla-hus’Samed , before 
3rd Rukuu; Lam Yalid walam yulad’ before 4th Rukuu; and 
Lam Yakul-Lahu Kufuwan Ahad’ before 5th Rukuu. 

Thus you would have read only one Al-Hamd and only 
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one complete Sura in one Rikat. You may recite one Rikat in 
one way and the other Rikat in the other way. 

LESSON 50 
FRIDAY PRAYER 

In the presence of Imam (A.S.) or his specially ap¬ 
pointed anthority, Friday prayer is Wajib-e-Ayni in place of 
Dhohr Dhohr is not recited on such occasions. 

In ghaibat of Imam (A.S.) when there is no one spe¬ 
cially appointed by Imam (A.S.) to lead in this prayer, Friday 
prayer and Dhohr become Wajib-e-Takhyiri. 

Wajib-e-Takhyiri means that a man has an option to 
choose between two "Wajibs. but he cannot leave both. For 
example, in the 3rd and 4th Rikat of daily prayers, a man has 
to recite either Tasbihat-e-Arbaa’ or Sura Al-Hamd. He has 
to choose anyone of these two alternatives, but cairnot leave 
both. Thus these two things are "W^jib-e-Takhyiri" in these 
two Rikats. 

Likewise, on Fridays, Dhohr and Friday prayer are 
W^jib-e-Takhyiri. It means that a man has the option to 
choose between these two prayers. But he cannot neglect 
both. 

There are certain conditions for Friday prayer 

1. Friday prayer must be prayed by Jamaat. 

2. There must be at least 5 (better 7) persons 

including Imam. 

3. Only one Friday prayer may be prayed in a 
radius of 3 miles 720 yards. If two prayers are held within this 
distance, the later will be null and void. 

According to the Fatwa of Agh-e-Khoui, if Friday 
prayer of even the Sunnis or other sects is held within the said 
radius of 3 miles 720 yards, and begins before the Friday 
prayer of the Shia, then those Shias who are Muqallids of 
Agha-e-Khoui cannot do Niyyat of Wqjib for their Friday 
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prayer. In such cases, they may pray Friday prayer with 
Niyyat of Qurbatan ilallah ( in the hope that may be the 
Sheriat likes them to pray such Firday prayer) 

4. There must be two sermons delivered by the 
Imam before the prayer and attentively listened to by at 
least 4 (or 6) persons. 

5. As explained earlier, it is not wqjib to hold 
Friday prayers specially. Instead, Dhohr may be prayed. 
But if Friday prayer is held by an Aadil Imam, then it is 
Wajib (Ihtiyat Wujubi) to participate in that prayer; and 
there will be no need to pray Dhohr afterwards. 

6. Friday prayer is two Rik'ats :In the first 
Rikaat it is sunnat for the Imam to recite Sura Juma and in 
the 2nd Rika at Sura Munafiquun, after Sura-Al-Hamd. 

7. Two Qunuuts are Sunnat in this prayer : In 
the 1st Rikaat before Rukuu; in the 2nd Rika at after rising 
from Rukuu. There is a special Qunuut for Friday. 

’’Allahuma Inna Abidam min Ibadikas Saleheena 
Qamu biktabika wa Sunnati Nabiyyeka Fajzehim Anna 
Khairal-jaza" (O Allah, verily some servants from among 
thy pious servants stood firm with Thy Book and the 
traditions of Thy Prophet; Thou reward them with the best 
Reward from us.) 

LESSON 51 
NAMAZ-E-EEDAIN 

The Muslims observe two big festivals in a year. One 
as Eed-ul-Fitr and the others is Eid-ul-Azha. These two are 
the days of great festivity. 

Eid-ul-Fitr is observed at the end of the holy month 
of Ramzan. The fasting creates the feelings of faith, spritu- 
ality, patience, contentment, and helping the poor. With a 
view to express our joy o n these feelings we observe Eed. 
The festivity of Muslims is not akin to dancing, singing 
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vulgar songs or playing dirty games^We offer our 
ne8 s to Allah and also offer the Namaz-e-Eed for those 
religious , spiritual and moral gains which occrue to us in the 

holy month of Ramzan. . . , 

The Muslim offer sacrifice on the day of Eed-ul-Azha. 
Thus they pledge to give away their lives in the way of Allah 
and that of Islam. This is a great month for the believer. This 
is the motto of a Muslim's life. In happiness of this pedge, we 
offer prayer of Eid-ul-Azha. Prayer of Eid » not Wajib but 
Sunnat nowadays when our Present Imam is > hidden from our 
eyes. The niyat (intention) of Namaz-e-Eid should be done as 

"I pray two rakat Namaz of TSid-ul-Fitr or Eid-ul- 

Azha Sunnat qurbatan ilailah. 

In the first rakat, after Sura Hamd, Sura A ala is 

recited then hands are raised for Qunuut. 

DO'A-E-QUNUUT 

"Allahumma ahlal Kibriyae wal azamate wa ahlal 
iuude wal jabaruut, wa ahlal afwe warrahmah. wa ahlat- 
taqwa wal magh ferah; asaloka behaqqe haazal yaumil an 
ja'altahu U1 muslimeena eedanw, wa le Muhammadin Sallal- 
laho alaihe wa aalehi Zukhranw wa karamatanw wa 
sharafanw wa mazoeda; an tusalleya ala Muhammadin wa 
Aale Muhammaddin, wa an tudkhelani fi kulle Kha m 
adkhalta fihe Muhammadin. wa Aale Muhammadin wa an 
Tukhrijani - min kulle Suu-m Akhrajta minho Muhammadan 
wa Aala Muhammadin. Salawaatoka alaihe wa alaihim 
ajma een. Allahumma, inni asaloka khaira ma sa-a-laka behi 
ibadokassalehuun; wa a'oozo beka mimmastaaza minho 
'ibadokal mukhlesuun." 

In fist rak at, the Qunuut is recited five times along 
with Takhirs (Allaho Akber). Then after Rukuu and Sqjda, 
the second rak at begins. 

In the second rak at Sura Shams is recited after Sura 
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Hatmd. 

In Surah Shams Allah has directed man to keep Ins 
self pure and to protect himself from sins. After the recita¬ 
tion of this Surah, the Qunuut is again recited but now only 
four times. Thereafter Rukuu, Sajda, Tashahhud and Sa¬ 
laam are done in the usual way. 

LESSON 52 
PRAYER OF JAMAT 

Namaz is offered individually and also in Jamat (congrega¬ 
tion). But there is great reward when the Namaz is offered 
in Jama'at. 

Namaz in congregation gives us both worldly and 
spiritual benefits : 

1. Islamic equality: 

In the congregation, sick and poor, high and low, all 
stand shoulder to shoulder This destroys the haughtiness of 
the rich and creates self-respect in the poor, The best sene of 
mankind s equality comes before us in congregational Na¬ 
maz. 

2. Unity: 

In the congregational Namaz all have one niyat, one 
language and identical actions. All kneel together. All pros¬ 
trate together. This teaches us the lesson of the unity of the 
Muslims. 

3. Love and Co-operation: 

People meet with one another in the congregation 
Namaz. They know the hardships and worries of each other 
and try to help other. New things are known there. Mutual 
love develops. Circle of friendship is widened. We get an 
opportunity to protect our life in the light of others experi¬ 
ences. 

4. Discipline: 

While offering Namaz in Jama'at we stand in rows, 
follow the Imam of Jamat and practice obedience to Com- 
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maud. This instills in us the discipline which is the essential 
feature of a community's life. 

5. Prestige of Islam: 

Our mosques remain thriving - due to Namaz m 
Jama'at. It enhances the prestige of the Muslims, and the 
unity of the Muslims affects greatly the enemies. 

6. Limitless Reward: 

Allah has put a big reward for congregational Namaz:- 

Our Holy Prophet (SAW.) and the Imams (A.S.) have 
laid great stress on congregational Namaz. Therefore, we 
should offer congregational Namaz as far as possible. 

The Holy Prophet said that if there are only 2 persons 
(Imam and ony one Muslim) in Jama'at prayer, every Rikat 

gets the reward of 150 prayers. The reward is increased by the 

increase in the number of Musallis. Thus in a Jama'at prayer 
of 3 persons every Rikat gets reward of 600 prayers. 

If there are 4, every Rikat gets reward of 1,200 prayes. 
If there are 5, every Rikat gets reward 2,400 prayers. 
If there are 6, every Rikat gets reward of 4,800 prayers. 
If there are 7, every Rikat gets reward of 9,600 prayers. 
If there 8, every Rikat gets reward of 19,200 prayers. 
If there are 9, every Rikat gets reward of 38,400 prayer. 
If there are 10, every Rikat gets reward of 76,800 
prayes. 

If there are more than 10, then nobody can estimate its 
reward except Allah. 

LESSON 53 
PRAYER OF MAYY1T 

Namaz-e-Mayyit is Wajib-e-Kifai, i.e. it is obligatory on every 
Muslim but as Boon as it is performed correctly by one of them, 
it remains no more obligatory on others; but if no one offers the 
prayer everyone is sinner. 

If the deceased was six year old, Prayer of Mayyit is 
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W^jib. In offering this prayer, Taharat of the body or dress is 
not necessary; also Ghusl, Wudhu or Tayammum is not Wajib. 
But the intention of Namaz (Niyyat) and facing Quibla is 
essential. The dead body should be placed in such a way that 
the head of the mayyit remains ©n the right of those who offer 
the prayer. In the case of dead body of a male, the Imam should 
stand near his waist; and in case of a female, near the che9t. 

Prayer of Mayyit has 5 Takbirs (Including Takbiratul- 
Ihram) After first Takbir (i.e. Takbirat-ul-Ihram) Kalema-e- 
Shahadatain is recited. After 2nd Takbir, Salwat is recited. 
After 3rd Takbir, prayer is offered for all the Believers and 
Muslims. After 4th Takbir, prayer is offered especially for the 
decreased one. Then 5th Takbir is said and prayer comes to 
end. 

The shortest method of offering this prayer is as fol¬ 
lows > 

Niyyat: I pray Namaz-e-Mayyit of this corpse Wqjib, Qurbatan 
ilallah, Allaho Akber; 

Ashhado Al-La Ilaha Illallaho Wahadahuu La Sharika Lah; 
Wa Ashhado Anna Muhammadan Abduhuu wa Rasuluh; 
Allaho Akber; 

All ah urn m a Salle Ala Muhammadin wa Aale Muhammad; 
Alaho Akber; 

Allahummaghfir 111 Maumeneena wal Mumenaat; 

Allaho Akber; 

Allahummaghfir Le Haazal Mayyit (In case the deceased is a 
female, say Allahummaghfir Le Hazzehil Mayyit); 

Allaho Akber; 

After the completion of the prayer recite "Rabbana 
Aatena Fid-Dunya H as an a tan w wa Fil-Aakhera Hasanatanw 
Waquina Azaban-Naar." 
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It is necessary to metion that even if this prayer is 
offered by Jamaat, everyone has to recite the whole prayer. It 
is not correct just to say Allaho Akber' and remain silent 
between the Takhirs. Such a prayer is Batil. 

LESSON 54 
SAUM (Fasting) 

SAUM : 

Ba mn means to abstain from those things which break 
the fast, from Sub-he-Sadiqu (true dawn) to Maghrib-time, in 
obedience to Allah. 

WAJIB SAUMS s 

8 Saums are Wajib : (1) Month of Ramzan; (2) Quaza 
of the month of Ramzan (3) 3rd day of Itikaf; (4) 10 days of 
•badal-ul-hadi* in Hajj; (5) Saum of Kaffara becoming W^jib 
for various reasons, (6) Saum which becomes W^jib on ac¬ 
count of Nazar, Ah ad or Quasam; (7) Saum of Kaffara of 
breaking or leaving fast; (8) Saum which have become Quaza 
from father, becomes W^jib on his eldest son after his death 
(it is better to include 'mother also in this rule). 

CONDITIONS OF SAUM : 

These are the conditions for the Validity of Saum 
1. Sanity; 2. Islam; 3. Iman; 4. Remaining free from Haidh and 
Nifas for whole day; 5. Not remaining a Musafrr’ at the time 
of Zawal; 6. Not being in danger of illness by keeping fast. 

If a Musafir returns to his home-town or reaches a 
place where he intends to stay 10 days, before Zawal, and has 
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not used anything which breaks the fast, he must do 'niyyet' 
of fast, and his fast will be valid. Likewise, if he begins his 
journey after Zawal, his fast of that day will remain valid. 

If a person is afaird that by keeping fast his illness will 
increase, or he will become sick by fasting, or that the treat¬ 
ment of his disease will become more difficult, he must break 
his fast. If he does keep fast, it would be null and void, and he, 
in addition, would be committing a sin. 

Being ’Baligh' is not a condition of validity of fast; if a 
child keeps fast, it would be all right. But Fast is not Wajib on 
a 'minor' (Ghair-Baligh). 

Persons Exempted From Saum : 

The following persons are exempted from the Saum : 

1. & 2. Old man and woman, when owing to their old 
age and weakness (a) it is not possible for them to keep 
fast, or (b) it is very difficult to fast 

3. A person who has got a disease in which he remains 
ever thirsty and (a) it is not possible, or (b) is very 
difficult, for him to keep fast. 

4. The expecting-mother who is afraid (a) about her own 
health or (b) the health of the unborn child. 

5. The woman who breast-feeds a child (her own or 
another woman’s) and is afraid that the fast (a) would 
endanger her health or (b) the health of the child. 

All these 5 types of persons are exempted from fasting 
on the following conditions 

1. In case of (b) they will have to pay Kaffara @ one 

"Mudd* (3/4 kilogram) wheat, rice or any such stable food, per 
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day to a poor Ithna-asheri. It is 'Ahwat' to pay 1 V2 kilogram 

per day. . , . 

2. In cases of (a) they are not required to pay any 

Kaflara; but it is highly recommended. 

3. Pregnant woman, or the nursing mother will 
have to fast in Qaza after delivery or after weaning the child, 
as the case may be. 

4 . The thirsty person will have to fast in Qaza, if 
he is able to do so afterwards. 

5 . Old man and woman are not required (though 
recommended) to fast in Qaza if he/she regains his/her 
strength. 

LESSON 55 
MUFTIRAT 

The things or actions which make a fast void (batil) 
are 10 in number 

1. and 2. Eating or drinking any thing. 3. Sexual relation; 4. 
Speaking, writing or conveying by sign any lie about Allah. 
Prophets, Imams, or Bibi Fatima (s.a.); 5. Submerging the 
head in water; 6. Conveying thick dust, smoke or steam up 
to throat; 7, Vomitting; 8. Doing any such thing by which 
semen comes out; 9. Enima with liquid; 10. Remaining in the 
condition of Janabat, Haiz or Nifas up to Sub-he-Sadique. 

Note L All these things break the fa* if they are committed intentionally. 
If a person forgets that he is fasting, and eata or drinks, hie fast is carat 
Likewise, if he vomit* involuntarily, or apeaka something abtwt God or 
Imams which he thinks is ccnvct (though in fact it ia wrwigX or somebody rise 
pushes him into water and his heed goes into water, or he sees dust coming 
towards him and tree his best to protect himself firm it, but still inhales sans 
of it involuntarily, his fast is crwrect 


Note 2. Remaining in the condition of Janabat makes fast betfl in the month 
of Ramzan and its Qaza crdy. Other fasts are not effected by it 
Note 3. Not doing Ghusl (or Toyammum, if allowed) of Haiz, or Nifas before 
Subh-e-Sadiqu (true dawn) makes the fast Batil in the month of Ramzan only. 
Other fasts (including the Qaza of Ramzan) are not effected by it 

Note 4. When a fast is broken by any of the above-mentioned Muftirat, or 
when a person does not keep fast (without any excuse, ie. illness or travel), 
he has to pay Kaffara, in addinon to its Qaza. 

KAFFARA: The Kaffara of breaking the fast one day of 
Ramzan is 

1. Emancipating a slave; 2. If that is not possible, then 
two months-fast consecutively; 3. and if that is also not pos¬ 
sible, then feeding 60 Mumins. 

Kaffara of breaking the Qaza of one day of Ramzan, 
if broken after Zawal, is : 1. Feeding 10 poor Mumins; 2. and 
if that is not posable, then fasting three days. 

Kaffara of breaking the fast of specified Nazar is ; 

1. Emancipating a slave; 2. If that is not possible, then 
feeding 10 poor Mumins; 3. or clothing 10 poor Mumins; 4. 
and if he cannot do any of these then, fasting three days. 

Note 1. In feeding, it is enough to give each man 1.5 pound wheat or rice. 

Note 2. Whenever in a Kaffara a certain thing ia prescribed, its price ia not 
acceptable. Fcr instance, it ia noi allowed to give mmey of 1.5 pound wheat, 
or price of shirt and trousers to a poor man. It ia obligatory to give him the 
grain or cloth. 

Note 3. When a fast ia broken by any Haram thing, like wine etc, all 3 
Kaffaraa ore to be paid (emancipating of slave, 60 days' fast, feeding 60 poor 
MuminaX as a punishment 

Jfate 4. In two-man ths-faat, at least 31 days should be fasted consecutively. 
The remaining 29 days may be fasted with gaps. 
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LESSON 56 


NAZR 

Nazr is a vow, a voluntary undertaking, of an act of 
virtue, as binding one's self in gratitude for some special 
favour prayed for. It is a solemn promise to God. 

Types of Nazr: . , . , . 

(a) Nazre Bir (Shukr, Thanks) - If a particular wish is 

fulfilled then to undertake to do an act of Virtue. 

(b) Nazre Istidfail Baliyah-For removal of a hardship 
or difficulty. 

(c) Nazre Zajro Tanbih - Nazr fo reprimanding oneseil 
on committing a sin, e.g.. If I backbite someone 
then I shall be bound to pray two rakaats of 
Namaz. 

(d) Nazr-e-Tabarru, — It is a Nazr without any of the 
above conditions; e.g., to bind oneself to pray 
Namaze Tahajjud during the month of Ramadhan, 
for the sake of Allah. 

Conditions of Nazr: 

Nazr should be performed in the following manner.- 

(1) A Nazr should be kept for the sake of Allah. It is 
essential to say "LILLAHI ALAIYA" (It is, for 
Allah, upon me to do so) whilst doing nazr. 

(2) A person doing Nazr must be adult and sane; and 
should do Nazr with hiB own free will. 

(3) If an extravagant person, or one who is prevented by 
Sheriat to deal in his property or wealth does any Nazr 
by involving money or wealth it is not valid. 
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(4) If a husband asks his wife not to keep Nazr and whilst 
performing Nazr the rights of the husband are likely to 
be encroached upon, then the wife cannot possibly keep 
such a Nazr. However, if the husband has granted his 
permission then he cannot stop his wife from perform 
ing the Nazr. 

(5) Whilst doing Niyyat of Nazr one should be capable to 
perform the said Nazr. Otherwise the Nazr is void. For 
example, if one does a Nazr that he will go to Krbala on 
foot, and it is out of his bounds, then such a Nazr is void. 

(6) A Nazr cannot be kept to give up "WAJEBAT or 
MU ST AHABBAT" or to carry out MAKRUH or 
HARAM because such a Nazr is void. 

(7) A Nazr should always be performed according to the 
original intention. For instance, if one keeps a Nazr to 
give charity or recite prayers on a particular day, then 
it should be performed on that very particular day and 
should not be postponed to any other day. 

(8) If a person keeps a Nazr to fast a particular day and he 
intentionally does not fast on that day, then he shall 
have to keep Qadha and at the same time pay Kaffara. 
However, if he is prevented from fasting on that par¬ 
ticular day because of a gemine reason e.g. if he falls 
sick or travels for for Hajj, then he shall have to keep 
Qadha only; there is no Kaffara on him. 

(9) If one keeps a Nazr for the tomb (Rauza) of an (Imam 
or a martyr or any other pious person, then it is lhtiyat- 
e-wajib to use it in its construction, light, etc. 
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(10) If Nazr is kept for an Imam or martyr or a °y 
Imamzada, (e.g., if my patient becomes well,then I will 
give Nazr, for the sake of Allah, Shs. 100 . to Imam 
Hussain a/s/), then if he had a Niyyat to use, that 
money in a particular purpose (e.g. construction of 
Imambara), then it must to used for that purpose. 

And if at the time of doing Niyyat of that Nazr he did 
not specify a particular use, then it is called "Nazr-e- 
Mutlaq" (unspecified Nazr); and in this case the money 
should be used in a purpose which has some connection 
with that Imam or maytyr. For exampe, for his needy 
Zuwwar, or construction of his tomb etc. 

(U) The money of ’Nazr-e-Mutlaq’ may also be used for the 
purpose of spreading and/or strengthening the relig¬ 
ion, and for the help of poor Shias. 

(12) When one wants to spend the money of Nazr (men 

tioned is Nos. 10 and 11), it is better to do Niyyat that 
one is using it on behalf of the Imam or martyr concer- 
end and that its Reward is for that Imam or martyr.

Further Explanation of Rule No.l of lesson 29 

If someone lives in a rented house and, for one reason or 
other, is prevented from paying the rent to the owner, then he 
should seek the owners permission to live in that house 
without paying him any rent. 

If the owner is not known, or his where bouts are not 
known, then the property comes under the category 'Mal-e- 
Majhul-ul-Malik' (A thing the owner of which is not known). 
Such things become the property of Imam (a-s.), and in his 
Ghaibat, the Mujtahid has authority upon such things. 

Therefore, Buch cases should be referred to the Mpjta¬ 
bid for his decesion. .. . . -
